WASHINGTON, January 20.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Mills, although he returned to Wash- 
ington Sunday in apparent good humor, 
seems to have gotten his back up again, and is 
spitting fire at the controlling element of the 
democratic party in the house.

Free Coinage to Come. 

There was a victory for free coinage in the 
house committee on coinage today. That 
committee decided to vote upon a free coinage 
bill three weeks from today, and report the 
Bland bill, or some other similar measure, to 
the house at that time. It means that by ithe 
middie of February, the house will have a free 
coinage bill before it, and it goes without say- 
ing that the house.will adopt a measure for 
the free and unlimited coinage of the white 


metal. 
Speaker Crisp Convalescent. 


Speaker Crisp has called a meeting of the 
full committee on rules in his apartments at 
the Metropolitan tomorrow, to which he will 
submit the new code to govern the house. It 
will, perhaps, be reported to the house tomor- 
row, certainly not later than Wednesday. Tom 
Reed will offer his code as a substitute in order 
to get to make a speech upon them and defend 
them from the many attacks which have been 
made upon them within the post two years. 

The National Committee to Meet. 

The national democratic committee meets 
tomorrow to select a place for holding the 
democratic convention. The chances are that 
it will be Cincinnati, as it is understood that

In the house Mr. Springer introduced his 
free wool bill, and it was referred to the com- 
mittee on ways and means. 

Inthe senate Mr. Platt introduced, by re- 
quest, a bill for the admission of New Mexico 
as a state.

The Third Party Platform. 

The third party men in.congress are already 
preparing for the party in the next campaign. 

Indeed, Jerry Simpson and his party men are 
preparing the platform already. It is said 
President Polk, of the alliance, is with them, 
but Colonel Polk himself is saying nothing to 
the public right now, though he might be in 
conference with these third party people. 

The platform, as Jerry and the 
Other sockless ones are preparing it, 
will declare that the government 
should issue its money direct to the people at a 
low rate of interest upon good security. The 
platform, however, will not state the nature of 
this security, leaving it to be land, cotton, 
gtain or anything that the borrower might 
Want to put up as collateral. They believe, 
should they name the collatéral, it would in- 
jure their party, and for that reason they will 
g0 no further than to declare in favor of the 
government loaning direct to the people. 

The tariff plank of the party will be a radi- 
Cal departure. It will declare for duties only 
upon imported luxuries, all the necessaries of 
life to be admitted free. To recompense the 
treasury for the loss of revenue the platform 
will declare for an income tax. 

They expect to put thisthrough and launch 
the third party upon the sea of politics with 
its banner to the breezes and guns loaded for 
actual war atthe St. Louis convention in 
February. 

Of course they are likewise considering 
the question of candidates. President 
L. L. Polk, of the alliance, is the 
man they want and have agreed upon for the 
vice presidential nomination. 

They want Senator Stanford, the millionaire 
Californian, to take the presidential nomina- 
tion, and if he will agree beforehand to accept, 
it will in all probability be tendered him.

GOVERNOR BOIES’S INAUGURATION. 


He Says There Is Too Much Legislation in 
Iowa. 

Des Morngs, Ia., January 20.—Governor 
HoracefBoies was inaugurated today. In his 
inaugural address, Governor Boies acknowl- 
edged his gratitude to the people of the state 
for their continued confidence. ‘I cannot 
avoid the conclusion that we legislate too 
much,” was the first sentence of the address 
proper, and the governor proceeded to an ar- 
raignment of the prohibitory laws of the state 
as having failed of their purpose, being disre- 
garded by entire communities, otherwise law- 
abiding, and as making crimes of acts 
regarded as innocent by the best people of the 
civilized world. He insisted that the people, 
in at least two gubernatorial elections, had re- 
pudiated prohibition, and urges its immediate 
repeal as the duty ofboth parties. He recom- 
mended the passage of the Australian ballot 
law; urged care and caution in dealing with 
corporations; advised reforms in assessment 
and taxation, and closed with an earnest ap- 
peal for patriotic and non-partisan legislation. 


STRUCK THE SLEIGH. 


Accident at a Railroad Crossing in &t. Louis 
Nine Persons Killed. 

St. Louis, January 20.—About half past 10 
o’clock lastnight a four-horse sleigh containing 
twenty-two members of the Clover Leaf Fish- 
ing Club was run into by a special train convey- 
ing a Knights of Honor excursion party, at the 
Sarah street crossing of the Wabash road. The 
train was going about twenty-five miles an 
hour, the engine being attached to the train 
tender foremost. Owing to the latter fact the 
engineer failed to see the sleigh. The tender 
struck between the pole horses and the sleigh, 
killing two of the horses and throwing the oc- 
cupants in every direction. . 

So great was the shock that two of the in- 
jured were afterwards found on top of the cab. 
The train was stopped within 300 yards of the 
crossing and returned to the scene, where the 
Legion of Honor excursionists aided in gather- 
ing up the dead and wounded. All the dead 
but one have been identified.

FROZEN 10. DEATH. 


Horrible -Fate of Two Aged Persons in 
Alabama. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 20.—An Age- 
Heraid special from Athens, Ala., says that 
community was horrified today by the discoy- 
ery of two old people, in their little home in 
the suburbs, frozen to death. They were Mrs. 
Martha Davisand her brother, W. H. Dan- 
forth. “Mrs. Davis was sitting in achair before 
anu empty fireplace stiff and stark. The brother 
was in bed in an adjoining room. 

The body of Mrs. Davis was burned about 
the chest, and part of her clothes were found 
outdoors under the snow, showing the occur- 
rence of suine sort of a tragedy before the re- 
cent storm. It seems that the old lady’s 
clothing caught fire and she succeeded in con- 
trolling the flames, but not until she was so 
badly injured as to become helpless. Her 
brother was bedridden and could not assist her. 
It is not certain but that murder has been 
committed, and the coroner will investigate. 


Southern Fever Among Cattle. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—Secretary Rusk has 
issued a notice to managers and agents of rail- 
road and transportation companies, stockmen and 
others interested, that splentic, or southern fever 
exists among cattle in a described area, which in- 
cludes nearly all of the territory lying south of 
and including the states of North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas and Texas, and the Indian Terri- 
tory. From February 15to December 1, 1892, no 
cattle are to be transported from thi8 area to any 
portion of the United States, north or west of it, 
except by rail, for immediate slaughter, and when 
so transported certain stated rigid regulations are 
to be observed. 


Sucked in by the Current. 

GADSDEN, Ala., January 20.—[Special.]—John 
Jones and Henry Young, colored, were killing 
hogs today when one jumped out in the back 
water and swam off. The negroes secured a skilf 
and started in pursuit. They followed it a 
quarter of a mile and out into the Coosa. As they 
neared a raft of logs opposite Kyle’s mill the cur- 
rent was very swift, and the boat was sucked 
under the raft, carrying.Jones with it,from which 
he never rose. His body has not béen discovered 
and probably will not be. Young escaped, Jones 
was twenty years old. 


The Mill Will Start Again. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., January 20.—[Special.]—By 
a decree of the court, the trustees of the Adams 
cotton mills, Messrs. J. W. Dimmick, president of 
the First National, and Robert Goldthwaite, 
president of the Merchants’ and Planters’ 
National bank, in this eb ave been empowered 
to operate said cotton mills4nd make negotiations 
for certain amounts torun the mill, which shall 
be considered the first lien upon the property. 
Under this decree the above trustees have re- 
tained the services of the recent lessee, Mr. W. B. 
Turner, a8 general manager. This cotton mill will 
startagain tomorrow, uninteruptedly in the man- 
ufacture of their famous osnabargs. 


To Form a Rice Trust. 

New ORLEANS, January 20.—E. V. Douglas and 
others representing parties in New York and 
Chicago, are in the city for the purpose, it is said, 
of purchasing the rice mills of the city, some 
fourteen in number, and forming a rice trust. 
They have had conferences with the millers, and 
itis generally believed that ama nornes 8 are willing 
to sell, the only point at issue being the price, It 
isreportedin rice circles that the proposition 
made to the millers is 10 per cent cash and the 
remainder to be paid July ist. The deal invoives 
about six millions. 


Bound Over for Arson. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 20.—(Specia!.]— 
G. W. Roberts and James Gardenhire were today 
bound over for arson of the former’s house. ‘The 
people stand well. J. J. Frank, a prominent in- 
surance man, was arrested for perjury in the case. 
Two saloon spotters were exposed in the circuit 
court today. They had indicted twenty-five sa- 
loonist’ for Sunday selling, when it was discov- 


ered that they were professionals, and the court 
quashed all the indictments, taxing them with 


the costs.

THE TALK IS QUIET 


But May Develop Into Powder and Shell 
Later On. 


THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE DELAYED, 


But Will Be Sent to Congress in & 
Couple of Days. 


THE GEORGIA VOLUNTEERS READY, 


A Letter froma Georgia Colonel Offering 
His Services—The Latest from 
Chile, : 


WASHINGTON, January 20,—[Special.]—War 
is yet the cry here. 


Although the president’s message on the 


Chilean controversy was not sent to congress 
today, and although it might be delayed sev- 
eral days on account of the correspondence 
which is now going on between ths two gov- 
ernments, still there is more war talk in 
Washington today than for a week past. 

It is possible there may be a settlement of 
the difficulty, but the prevailing opinion here 
is that there will be war. Congress stands 
ready to act as soon as the president’s message 
is received. Indeed, not less than three score 
of the ablest statesmen have already prepared 
vigorous war speeches. In fact, the majority 
of southern men, as well as the northern, are 
in favor of defending and protecting thé 
American flag whatever the cost. A dispatel 
was received from Chile today statin 
that the English § government had 
wired the Chilean ministry through the 
British minister at Santiago, that it would pay 
the indemnity demanded by the United States 
government for the killing of the Baltimore 
sailors, if Chile would make the proper 
amends to the United States government, and 
thereby prevent war. England has alee 
offered to act as arbitrator in the controversy 
and settle it peaceably. Indeed, the British 
government seems very anxious to presetve 
peace, and itis evident it will do all in its 
power to that end. 

President Montt Uneasy. 

President Montt, of Chile, Mr. Egan wired 
today, is very much opposed to war with the 
United States, but owing to internal dissen- 
sions and to the demand of his people for war, 
he fears to make an apology. He believes 
that in the event of the settlement there 
would be another revolution in Chile, and 
that perhaps he and his ministry would be 
overthrown. Naturally, under the circum- 
stances, Montt is looking out for himself, and 
fears vo take any action that would arouse his 
people against him! 

The ofticials of the navy department here 
are still making active war preparations, and 
naval officers are unanimously of the opinion 
that there will be war. Indeed, they are eager 
for war. President Harrison, although he has 
consented, at the suggestion of Mr. Blaine, to 
withhold his message to congress for a day or 


two, at least, is decidedly of the opinion ths: ° 


the intimations from Chile that she intends to 
apologize are simply for the purpose of gain- 
ing time, in order that she might make prepa- 
rations for war. He believes that Chile will 
send all her available vessels to block the 
Straits of Magellan, and that she is particu- 
larly anxious to gain time in order that the 
Captain Pratt can be gotten out of the French 
navy yard; where she is now nearing comple- 
tion, before war is actually declared. Chile 
has already dispatched officers to France 
to man the Captain Pratt, and, it is 
understood, is making preparations to send a 
full crew of 400 men to France at once, 
for service on this battle ship. 

A United States senator said today that he 
would not be surprised if “Fighting’’ Bob 
Evans, commanding the Yorktown, saved 
congress the trouble of declaring war. 

Evans May Declare War. 

‘‘T expect Evans will declare war soon,’’ he 
said, jokingly, and then more seriously, went 
on: “We haveinformation that every time 
a boat manned by American sailors and bear- 
ing the American flag passes from the York- 
town by one of the Chilean men-of-war, the 
Chilean sailors on the men-of-war, and even 
officers, draw their swords and knives and 
point them at the Americans in a threatening 
and insulting manner. This from the Chilean 
men-of-war, with such feeling down there, you 
can’t tell what may happen at any time.’’ 

Georgia is the first southern state to come 
forward with a volunteerin the Chilean war. 
Colonel J. Colton Lynes, of Milledgeville, 
wants to fight, asis evident by his letter, 
which President Harrison received from him 
tonight. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., January 19, 1892.—Mr. 
President: This being the birthday of the late 
General Robert E. Lee, and as I had the honor of 
following his lead for four years, having been 
promoted for gallantry off the field, I take pleas- 
ure in offering my services tothe government on 
this noted birthday, and trust that in this act you 
will appreciate the fact that the American flag is 
that of a reunited country, with butone heart 
throbbing for a common cause, I have the honor 
to be, very respectfully, your obedient servant,

Chile Needs a Spanking. 

A Pacific coast senator tersely summed up 
the views of many of his colleagues today 
when he said ‘‘there will be no war,.’’ Chile 
deserves a spanking, but the United States 
cannot afford to sacrifice her dignity and play 
schooimarm unless itis absolutely necessary, 
and itis not. Our government has adopted 
such a quiet, dignified tone in its correspond- 
ence, and has awaited the pleasure of the 
Chileans in the conclusion of their splitting, 
equivocating, judicial inquiry with so much 
patience, that the little South American nation 
has grown presumptuous. Butthey have at 
last come to realize the fact that the dignity of 
this country is not to be trifled with, and when 
the president’s ultimatum is sent, they will 
come down from their lofty position and make 
due reparation. E. W. B.

EXCITEMENT AT RIO JANEIRO. 


Convicts Overpower the Guards and Cap- 
ture Two Forts. 


Rio JANEIRO, January 20.—After a season 
of comparative tranquility this city has again 
become violently disturbed and the citizens 
have been thrown into a state of excitement, 
approaching the feeling which prevailed here 
during the uprisings, which resulted in the de- 
thronement and banishment of the late Dom 
Pedro and the overthrow and subsequent re- 
tirement to private life of Dictator Da@ Fon- 
seca. The trouble began yesterday evening 
when 160 prisoners, confined for various of- 
fenses, in Fort Santa Cruz, situated on the east 
side of the entrance of the harbor of Rio 
Janeiro, and two miles south of the city, 
mutinied and overpowered and disarmed the 
guards and soldiers stationed at the place. 

Emboldened by their success, the prisoners, 
armed with weapons taken from their guards, 
captured Forts Pico and Lage. They 
then demanded the restoration of Da Fonseca 
to power. They held possession of the forts 
until today, when the government troops 
stormed and captured Forts Pico and Lage, 
and the fleet bombarded Fort Santa Cruz, 
The rebels soon surrendered, Their leader 
suicided, and the remainder were again pris- 
oners, and quiet was restored. The sounds of 
the firing were plainly heard in the city, and 
for a time the alarm and excitement were 
overwhelming.

NORWOOD'S PERIL OF LIFE. 


Another Hanging in Troup County Prob- 
able. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., January 20.—[Special.]— 
Reuben Norwood, a negro boy about twenty 
years old, was brought down from Hogans- 
ville last evening and placed in the county 
jail, there to remain until the April term of 
the superior court, at which time he must 
answer to the charge of murdering Charley 
Lynch, another negro. 

The details of the crime as given your cor- 
repondent by Coroner andler were 
horrible in the extreme. It seems that Reuben 
Norwood had gone into a house and taken a 
gun down from the rack, which he ‘was not 
entitled to, and Lynch told the owners about 
it, which very much infuriated Norwood. 
Norwood began cursing and abusing Lynch. 
After keeping this up for some time, Norwood 
finally levelled the gun and emptied a load of 
shot in the breast of Lynch. The latter made 
an effort to run, but was overtaken by Nor- 
wood and beaten to death with the gun. 

These were the facts that were brought 
out before the coroner’s jury by an 
eye witness to the whole affair. 

The negroes in and around Hogansville 
were very much Outraged at the conduct of 
Norwood, andon yesterday succeeded in cap- 
turing him and placing him in the hands of an 
officer, who, as has been stated, immediately 
brought the prisoner to the county jail for safe 
keeping. Norwood has the distinction of oc- 
cupying the cell recently made vacant by 
Allen Bray.

Applied the Torch Which Fired the Machine

Carter had built up a fine business by 
close attention to business and sterling integ- 
rity, and their loss is universally regretted.

The Foneral Procession from Winsor 


Castle Yesterday. 
MOURNING . THROUGHOUT ENGLAND, 


London Flags at Half-Mast and 
Houses Draped. 


FLORAL OFFERIVG OF THE QUEEN 


No Military Display, But Simple Services 
at St. George’s Cathedral— W here 
the Body Will Be Laid, 


Lowpon, January 20—All government and 
many private buildings in London had their 
blinds drawn and flags at half-mast. In accord- 
ance with the request of the lord mayor, places 
of business were closed during the afternoon, 
and a large number of factories, shops, etc., did 
no business after 12 o’clock. Shops which 
remained open displayed biack shutters and 
mourning emblems. All policemen wore 
mourning, and the ’bus drivers had crape on 
their whips. 

At Windsor the weather was cold and dis- 
mal. Itsnowed during the night and the 
streets were covered with slush. Shops in the 
town were closed, and the shop fronts along 
the route followed by the funeral procession 
were draped with black. All trains which 
arrived at the station at Windsor brought 
wreaths from all parts of the country. 

At 10:15 o’clock a. m., the church bell began 
tolling, and the prince of Wales and family 
entered the church. 

The Funeral Procession. 


When all had entered, the funeral ser- 
vices commenced. These were very brief, and 
upon their conclusion the coffin was lifted 
upon the shoulders of a number of royal em- 
pioyes and borne from the church. It was 
_— upon a gun carriage, which was drawn 

y six, horses, and a procession was formed. 

The tenantry on the estate of the 
prince of Wales, and. members. of 
the household, acted as palblearers. 
Following directly behind the _ cofiin 
came the prince of Wales and his son-in-law, 
the duke of Fife, on foot. Then came the 
clergy, and after them the gamekeepers, 
marching six abreast. 

Following these came carriages with the 

rincess of Wales and other royal personages. 

he rear of the procession was brought up by 
the peasantry. : 

The whole route from the church to Wolfor- 
ton station of the Great Eastern railway was 
lined with spectators, who, as the procession 
ree joined inthe rear. A guard of honor 

romgthe Norfolk Volunteers, with guns re- 

versed, met the [cortege at the station. The 
whole scenejwas one of great solemnity. 
Did Not Pass Through London. 

In accordance with the wish that no public 
or military procession be held in London, the 
railway ofticiais made arrangements to convey 
the body to Windsor, without trans-shipping 
it to London. This was done by means of a 
branch line connecting the Great Eastern and 
Southern railways in the outskirts of the city, 
and consequently the people of London were 

mded no opp: ity, as.they at first ex- 
pected to have, of showing their respects for 
the royal family, and their sympathy in their 
bereavement by marching in procession behind 
the body of the duke. 

The duke of Edinburg, the duke of Con- 
naught, Prince Christian, the duke of Teck, 
with two of his sons, and many foreign rep- 
resentatives, assembled at Windsor station, 
and were in waiting when the royal train ar- 
rived. 

At 3:30 o’clock the train bearing the re- 
Gains came intp the station. On it were the 
prince and princess of Wales. Another train, 
which followed immediately after, conveyed 
members of the prince of Wales’s household at 
Sandringham. 

The Queen’s Wreath. 

Thecoffin was taken on the shoulders of 
men from the Tenth Huzzars. It was enwrapped 
in silken union-jack, and on it wasa single 
splendid wreath which had been sent by the 
queen. A silken ribbon was attached to the 
wreath on which were the words: 

Amark of the tenderest affection and love from 
your devoted, loving and sorrowing grandmother. 

The procession moved slowly amid the ab- 
solute silence of the spectators. many of 
whom shed tears as the procession passed. 

Services in the Chapel. 


The cortege passed into the castle, and at 4 
o’clock the funeral ceremonies were proceeded 
with in St. George’s chapel. The choir sang 
the burial service as the procession moved up 
the nave of the chapel. 

On the arrival of the body at the altar the 
prince of Wales, as chief mourner, stood at 
the head of the coftin, Prince George of 
Wales stood on one side of the coftin and the 
duke of Fife on the other, other royal person- 
ages standing grouped near them. psalm 
was chanted by the choir, and the dean of 
Windsor read the lesson. The choir then 
satg a hymn which had been selected by the 
queen. The bishopof Rochester read the con- 
cluding prayers. 

The ceremony was concluded by singing 
Sullivan’s anthem, “A Brother Gone Before 
Us.”” Tonight the remains will be privately 
removed to the memorial chapel.

Besides, he has 
opportunities to make a great deal of money 
on the outside.” 

Mr. Spencer’s duties consist of looking into 
the financial condition of the railroads which 
apply to Drexel & Morgan to place their se- 
curities. Heisa railroad expert, and he re- 
ports on the earning capacity, operations, etc., 
of roads tothe banking company. His posi- 
tion is considered a very fine one, and it will 
take unusual inducements to get him to give 
itup. Butit may be that Drexel & Morgan 
are to negotiate someimmense issue of bonds 
or stocks to the Richmond Terminal, in which 
event itis probable the bankers would want 
such @manas Mr. Spencer at the head of the 
Richmond and Danville.

A REGEIVER APPOINTED, 


A Memphis Railroad Man Put in Charge of 
the Chattanooga Southern. 

The Chattanooga Southern railway will go 
into the hands of a receiver. 

That was the decision of Judge Pardee 
Monday in the case that has been pending for 
some time in the United States court against 
the Chattanooga Railway Company and the 
Central Trust Company of New York. ‘The 
papers arrived here yesterday morning from 
New Orleans, and the decision was formally 
announced. 

The Chattanooga Southern company has, 
for the past eight months, been sailing on par- 
ticularly rough waters, and its financial tide 
has been ebbing exceedingly low. Some time 
ago Elias Sumertield, a heavy holder of the 
company’s bonds, of Kansas, commenced pro- 
ceedings in the United States court, praying 
for the appointment of a receiver to take 
charge of the effects and conduct of the road, 
and the conclusion of the preceedings Monday 
in New Orleans brought a decision in Sumer- 
field’s favor. 

By mutual agreement of . those interested, 
Mr. Newman Erb, a well-known railroad man 
of Memphis, Tenn., has been made receiver of 
the road, and will take charge of its affairs iu 
a few days. 

The Chattanooga Southern is now practi- 
callv completed between Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and Gadsden, Ala., and the company proposes 
toextend it within the present year to Bir- 
mingham. It was projected by Gadsden par- 
ties, about eighteen months ago, and backed 
up by Chattanooga capitalists, who are boom- 
ing Kensington and other small towns in the 
rich mineral belt along its line. 

It penetrates a rich section and, if completed 
and in operation, would undoubtedly prove a 
valuable piece of railroad property; but the 
trouble with it is that it was too closely iden- 
tified with some of the defunct boom enter- 
prises in that section and was started without 
tlhe necessary funds in sight to complete it. | 

The compiainant alleged that the interest on 
the bonds held by him has not been paid, and 
also that there is certain irregularities in the 
legal relations existing between the railroad 
company, the Central Trust Company and 
himself.

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ATLANTA'S STREETS. 


The Amount That Will Be Expended on 
Street Work This Year, 


WHERE IMPROVEMENTS WILL BE MADE, 


Several Important Additions to Atlanta’s 
Paved Streets Will Be Made—The 
W ork as Outlined. 


The rainy weather of the past few days has 
had a tendency to bring into rather glaring 
prominence the need of paving in some _por- 
tions of the city. 

Atlanta is undoubtedly the best paved city of 
its size, not only in the south, but in the en- 
tire country. That is to say, there is a greater 
per cent of streets paved than any other city; 
and more, a much greater per cent when the 
time she has been at it is considered. 

Ten years ago there was not a piece of 
paving in Atlanta; today Atlanta has over 
forty miles of the best granite. 
One of the main reasons for this is, of 
course, the proximity of the Stone Mountain 
and Lithonia quarries, and the cheap shipping 


facilities. These combine to make cheap pave" 


ment. Paving that can be obtained here for 
$1.50 per yard, costs other cities from $2.50 to 
$3. And this is probably the best stone that 
can be had. The Richmond granite is used 
extensively in some sections, but the Lithonia 
granite does not, it is claimed, become smooth 
as easily as the harder stone, and for that rea- 
son is better adapted for this especial use. It 
is claimed that stone from the Lithonia 
quarries will stand more pressure to the square 
foot than any in the United States. 
Last Year's Work. 

City Engineer Clayton was talking yester- 
day about the.work done last year. 

“Yes,” he said, ‘‘Atlanta made greater im- 
provements in the paving of her streets last 
year thaninany other year in her history. 
The work done cost the city about one hun- 
dred and eighty-six thousand four hundred 
and twenty-nine dollars and eighty-four cents.’’ 

A reference to the books gave some idea 
of where this money was expended. 

The largest piece of work was Pryor street 
out to the city limits, a distance of 35,084 feet, 
at a cost of $19,019.42. 

Then there was Magnolia, from Marietta to 
Vine, a distance of 25,000, at a cost of $13,- 
449.14; Loyd, from Hunter to Lawson, $14,- 
517.32; Highland avenue, from Fort street to 
the Boulevard, $10,867; Walker street, from 
Nelson street to Peters, $11,354.08; Simpson 
street, from Marietta to Lambert, $11,702.22. 

These were the largest pieces of work and 
the only ones that cost over ten thousand dol- 
lars.

A Migratory People. 

A New York correspondent writes that in 
the metropolis there are 20,000 southerners 
who are represented by as many sharp, ag- 
gressive business men as can be found in the 
same population in any part of the world. 

New York is practically under the control 
of men who were born in other states and 
countries, At a Union League banquet 
some time ago it was found that of the 
twenty-five prominent men present, only 
one man was a native of the city. In The 
World office one day a census was taken, and 
of the seventy-five persons on the editorial 
and news staff, only five claimed New York 
as their birthplace. 

But if this be true of New York, it is also 
largely true of other great American cities. 

In many western cities eastern and south- 
ern men will be found in control of affairs, 
and in the south northern men have for gen- 
erations made themselves conspicuously felt 
in every line of progress and development. 

The fact is, we are a migratory people and 
we flourish best when we make an occas- 
ional change of base. Territorial expansion 
is a part of our manifest destiny, as our older 
statesmen used to express it, and the near 
future will see our flag waving over Canada, 
Cuba, and some of the territory south of us. 
There will be a rush of Americans to the 
new lands, and in the meantime New Eng- 
land, refusing to mingle any longer with the 
westward tide of foreign immigration, wil] 
drift into the southern states where there is 
a homogeneous Anglo-Saxon population. 

And this shaking-up and shifting of pop- 
ulation will benefit both the moving and the 
siationary masses. New blood, new enter- 
prise and new capital permeating every sec- 
tion will stimulate development, wipe ont 
sectional lines, and make the republic pow- 
erful and prosperous. This is no mere pre- 
diction. Our people have been shifting 
from one quarter of the compass to another 
ever since the whites first settled the coun- 
try, and they will continue their restless 
movement until every section becomes 
densely populated. 


——— 


French Statesmanship in Operation. 

The French statesmen and politicians do 
not have to go off from home to enjoy the 
exhilarating influence of war. There is too 


“much diplomatic red tape connected with at- 


tacks on foreign powers. There is the de- 
lay of mobilization to be considered, to say 
nothing of the mustering and blustering. 
This sort of war will do very well for men 
of phlegmatic natures, but it doesn’t suit the 
gay Frenchmen, who want what they want 
onthe spur of the moment and served as 
hot as griddle cakes, 

The French republic is moving along very 
briskly, and it seems to be at peace with 
everybody except its friends and their 
family connections. When there is a hiatus 
in foreign news of interest, the press agents 
fill it out with areport of the routine pro- 
ceedings of the French chamber of deputies, 
To send these reports daily, or even once a 
week, would be monotonous, but when they 
are sent merely to bridge over a dull period, 
they serve the purpose admirably. 

Tuesday’s report of the French chamber 
gives atolerably fair idea of the efforts of 
the statesmen of that country to get the re- 
public settled on its legs. The day was not 
a lively one, but the proceedings of the 
chamber were interesting. Certain attacks 
had been made on a member of the cabinet 
by a xeactionist newspaper, and a Boulangist 
member had intimated a desire to know 
what steps the government would take in 
regard to it. The premier declined to discuss 
the matter, and this brought on a pleasant 
conversation between the members. The 
gentlemanly Boulangist, whose inquisitive- 
ness had started the ‘‘sociable,”’ concluded 
to leave the hall, bnt before he could do so, 
M. Constans, the member of the cabinet 

whose good name had been attack by the 
newspaper, advanced on him and hit him a 
resounding diff on his intelligent counte- 
nance. 7 

This was a very successful argument. The 
Boulangist was led to his seat by his admiring 
friends, and M. Constans received the heart- 
felt thanks of the friends of the administra- 
tion, Meanwhile, the presiding officer rapg 
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| his bell violently to restore order. (Imagine 
the late Speaker Reed whirling an enor- 
mous cowbell above his Shakspearean 
dome!) The president’s bell made more 
genuine fuss than the able reformers on the 
floor, perceiving which, the president ad- | 
journed the sitting and ceased to ring the 
bell. 

The members would not adjourn, how- 
ever, but remained in the chamber, where 
they continued to engage in conversation. 
It should be remembered that French, ex- 
cept when spoken by Atlanta young ladies, is 
a very violent language. The conversation 
resulted in several wrestling matches; and 
one deputy had his ear cufféd. The result 
of it was that those remaining in the cham- 
ber took partners for a duel, and one reac- 
tionary member was made to weep bitterly 
because he could not find a partner. 

Outside the chamber there were some 
diverting games, including the French ver- 
sion of ‘‘Heavy, heavy hangs over thy 
head,’’ and a jouraalist, hunting around for 
material, struck a Boulangist in the burr of 
the ear for love of hiscountry. Altogether 
the French republic may be said to be pro- 
gressing. 


Credit and Confidence. 

If itis true that confidence strengthens 
credit, it is equally true, under proper con- 
ditions, tha! credit revives confidence. 

When the country is generally prosperous, 
with the exception of one section, the ex- 
tension of the credit contracts to which the 
unfortunate section is a party of the second 
part will have a happy effect. Sometimes 
the extension of credit for sixty or ninety 
days enables worthy debtors to collect what 
is due them, and settle in full with their 
creditors, without being crippled. 

At the present time the north and west 
are enjoying exceptional prosperity, while 
the low price of cotton has plunged tHe 
south into the slough of hard times, In the 
great centers of the north and west money is 
congested, and there is no demand for it 
even at a moderate rate of interest. In the 
south money is tight, and hardly to be ob- 
tained at all. 

Under such conditions it would bea safe 
and a far-seeing policy for the capitalists 
and wholesale merchants of the favored sec- 
tions to study the situation and forbear to 
press their southern customers. This would 
enable the merchants in the south to accom- 
modate the farmers and tide them over one 
of the most depressing periods in their his- 
tory. 

The opposite course—hasty collections and 
the pressure of the law—must inevitably in- 
jure business, and ruin not a few merchants 
and farmers. If necessity forced close and 
quick collections it would be another mat- 
ter, but with so much general prosperity, 
and with money to be had at easy rates by 
the wholesale merchants of the north, there 
is no reason for resorting to extreme 
methods. 

In a zreat country like ours the wholesale 
dealers should treat their customers as liber- 
ally as the British and Dutch merchants do 
their patrons in South America—sell on two 
years’ time, and not clamor for their money 
before the purchasers have had time to turn 
their goods into cash. With a little pru- 
dence, a long credit system would operate 
profitably for all parties in the west and 
south. The growing commerce and indus- 
tries of those sections would then become 
such active factors of wealih and progress 
that confidence would rule in every circle, 
and credit would be everywhere tendered, 
instead of being asked for under hampering 
conditions, as is now too often the case. 

The boards of trade of the north and west 
should consider these points, and decide 
upon a line of conduct that will suit the | 
times. 


The Newest Mugwump Scheme. 

The Springfield Republican has entered 
upon a new plan of campaign. It recently 
had an editorial entitled ‘*‘The Hour and the 
Man,’’ which was a reasonably interesting 
essay as such things go. There was prob- 
ably something more in its intention than 
the average reader could swallow and digest 
at one sitting, and so young Mr.-Bowles has 
had it struck off in more attractive style. 
Young Mr. Bowles is undoubtedly right. We 
had no idea that his editorial was so ponderous 
and profound until it came to us in stud- 
horse type and on a poster sheet. 

Having seen itin this impressive shape, 
we are willing to admit that it is a great edi- 
torial, and we desire to return thanks to 
young Mr. Bowles for kindly sending us a 
copy to hang on the weather map file. It 
would have been much clearer, to be sure, 
had it been accompanied by a Waterbury 
watch to indicate the hour and a chalk-plateé 
portrait to identify the man. On the sur- 
face, the editorial is intended to be a eulogy 
of Mr. Cleveland, but The Republican is 
printed in a region where the imitators of 
Emerson are accustomed to ride lightly 
astraddle of the deepest and darkest mean- 
ings, and it may be that young Mr. Bowles 
is a satirist. 

He says that Mr. Cleveland is not only 
better than his own party, but better than 
any party, and advises him tocome out 
from all parties and take up the role ofa 
‘radical reformer,’’ whatever that may be. 
Yet there is this doubt as to the sincerity of 
young Mr. Bowles’s professions: He says 
that the democratic party ‘‘took its first 
downward plunge when Jackson turned the 
public offices into party plunder,’’ and this 
statement is made in the face of the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland, at a recent banquet, 
took occasion to eulogize Jackson, and to 
hoid him up as the hero of the party, worthy 
of emulation in every respect.

This shows that the whites are 
gaining on the colored race, and that the danger 
of negro domination is a mirage, The material 
advance has been very marked. From 1880 to 1890 
railway mileage increased from 19,572 to 43,432 and 
the gross earnings of the roads from $47,455,975 to 
$154,682,773. The number of factories has grown 
from 34,565 to 57,013, and the value of their pro- 
ducts from $315,924,794 to $806,024,500. The num- 
ber of cotton mills is now 359 against 161 in 1880.

79.4 per cent, banking capital 359.3 per cent, bank 
deposits 229.8 per cent, and deposits in savings 
banks 115.2 percent. In the period 1880-90 the 
mineral output has increaseil from §$7.143,750 to 
$58,079,157, or 433 per cent. State and county in- 
debtedness have both decreased, and per capita 
taxation is lower. School revenues have increased 
213 per cent, or from $5,067,0%1 to $16,862,117.

MONEY AND BUSINESS.

Money continues easy in St. Louis at 6 and 7 per 
cent. Occasional quotations of 5 per cent money 
are less frequent than fermerly, and always bring 
out from one or more bankers a mild assertion to 
the effect that “there may be 5 per cent money 
here, but we haven’t any of it.” In New York 
time and call money has not been as low as it is 
now for five or six years.

Money is exceedingly plentiful in New York and 
in every section of the country except the south. 
New York banks have more funds than they know 
what to do with. Throughout ihe western states 
money is abundant, and the country banks report 
largely increased deposits. In the southern states 
the unusually low price of cotton, due to over- 
production, has produced a temporary stringency. 
The local banks gained $7,867,400 in the actual re- 
serve during the week, and $5,614,900 in the sur- 
plus reserve. Deposits last week were the largest 
on record. They aggregated §$486,000,000 against 
$398 ,000,000 for the same week last year. On good 
collateral money has been obtainable here at nomi- 
nal rates.

The Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
in a Receiver’s Hands, 


AND WILL PROBABLY BE SOLD, 


Bill for Receiver Filed by the Atlanta 
Consolidated Street Railway 
Company. 


A genuine surprise was created yester- 
day morning when it was announced that 
Judge Clarke had appointed a receiver for 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company. 

That surprise was changed into astonish- 
ment when it became known that the ap- 
plication for a receivership had been made 
by the Atlanta Consolidated Street Kail- 


way Company. 

And that Mr. Arnold Broyles had been 
appointed receiver. 

Nothing would have created more sur- 
prise, as the company was supposed to be in 
sound financial condition. 

Moreover, it was generally believed that the 
lines formerly owned by the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company had been consoli- 
dated with the Atlanta Consolidated lines. 
Hence, the application for a receiver 
was something of the nature of an 
eyeopener. The bill for a receiver 
was drawn up and presented by Messrs. N. J. 
& T. A. Hammond, attorneys for the Atlanta 
C&psolidated Street Railway Company. The 
Metropolitan Streot Railway Company was 
represensed by Messrs. Ellis & Gray. Judge 
Clarke was not long in disposing of the mat- | 
ter. Mr. Arnold Broyles was the choice of the 
Consolidated company. and his appointment 
was not resisted by the attorneys for the Metro- 
politan company. He was, therefore, made. 
permanent receiver of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company. 

The tinancial condition of the Metropolitan 
company is bad, according to the showing 
made by the bill for receiver and the staie-» 
ment made by the attorneys of the former 
company. It seems to be overwhelmingly in 
debt, and the proceeds of its sale could hardly 
be sufficient to cover the indebtedness. 

The Atlanta Consolidated Street Railwf&y 
Company holds claims against it amounting to 
about forty thousand dollars, which is unse- 
cured. On account of this and the general 
bad condition of the road, a receiver is asked 
for by the Consolidated company. 

There are other unsecured claims against 
the Metropolitan amounting to from $50,000 to. 
$75,000. The mortgaged indebtedness of the 
company is $190,000, and unpaid verdicts in 
damage cases amounting to $13,000. 

As tothe reai value of the property of the 
Metropolitan, an estimate made by those best 
acquainted with its worth places it at less 
than the bonded indebtedness of the company. 
In other words, the property wou!d bring 
than one hundred and ninety thousand dol- 
larsata-saie. Soit seems that if an order 
for the sale of the property is granted some of 
the creditors will be left out. 


Receiver Broyleg has already taken charge of 
the defunct Jine, and will investigate fully 
into its financial standing, and report his 
finding to Judge Clarke. The latter upon re- 
ceiving it will probably issue an order for the 
sale of the property.

The Lowest Bids Will Be Reported to the 
Water Board Today—W hat Is Being 
Done in the City Hall, 


The water board held a lengthy session yes- 
terday morning.

Bids for the reservoir, the railroad and the 
fifteen boilers were presented, received and 
opened, 

This morning the board will award the con- 
tract. 

President Hillyer, Mr. Winship, Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Torbett, of the board, Mayor Hemp- 
hill, Alderman Boyd, Superintendent Rich- 
ards and City Engineer Clayton were present. 

A large number of bidders were present, too, 
and the commissioners’ room was too small to 
accommodate the croud. The council cham- 
ber was secured and the board, with the bidders, 
went up the elevator. 

The bids for the fifteen boilers were re- 
ceived and opened before the board by Super- 
intendent Richards. There were fifty-one of 
the bids and the entire batch was 
referred to a committee composed 
of Mr. Winship, Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Boyd, and Superintendent Richards and En- 
gineer Clayton. The bids are quite compli- 
cated, and will require some time for an 
analysis. This the committee will have ready 
forthe board this morning. The bids vary 
all the way from twelve to twenty thousand 
dollars, so the general run of the figures seem 
to indicate. 

The Atianta Machine Works are apparently 
among the lowest bidders. 

For the one and one-half miles of railroad, 
from the Western and Atlantic track to the 
pumping station, there were eighteen bids. 

The lowest bid was Briere & Russell, of Sa- 
vyannah, who wanted $5,811.25 to do the work. 

The highest bidder was J. B. Martin, who 
has been working on the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern, and who wanted $9,720.

8. B. Moseby & Co., of Bedford City, Va., 
put in the lowest bid, which was $52,347.60. 

John Kelley & Co., of Lynchburg, Va., 
made the highest bid, $97,002.50, 

The second lowest bid was by M. Allport &

305; T. J. James, $57,970. 

Venable Bros. wanted $70,505. 

The bids were all referred to Mr. Hillyer,

the duke of Clarence. By that time prices were 3-64d 
higher for futures than yesterday, and very steady. 
Spot sales were 8,000 bales. Our cables say they would 
have been much larger except for the half holiday. In 


our market the opening was about 6 points above last 


evening. Part of this improvement was lost, but was 
quickly recovered when it was learned that receipts 
would only be 12,000 bales, against 27,000 bales last 
year, As the day passed some of the shorts plainly 
became nervous at the extremely light receipts, and in 
their efforts to cover had advanced the market by 1:30 
o’clock some 13 points over last evening. Receipts for 
tomorrow are estimated at 15,000 bales, against 19,000 
bales last year. The Memphis reve!pts are less than a 
third of what they were last year. The present ratio 
of decreasing receipts, if continued, would Indicate a 
crop of considerably less than 8,000,000 bales, but the 
trade is not yet willing toadmit that they are due to 
any other cause than bad weather, and the short inter- 
est has unquestionably been increased upon this the- 
ory. During the afternoon the market continued firm, 
closing at the best figures of the day, which show an 
advance of 15 points as compared with last evening. 
Just prior to the close a concerted attack on the part 
of the bears was made, but was without result except 
to increase the short interest. The New Orleans mar - 
ket has not advanced as much as our own owing, 80 
our telegrams from the advise, to there small short in- 
terest, generally bearish sentiment and the expectation 
of fuller receipts when the weatherclears, Itissignifi- 
cant that the falling off in receipts is, howeyer, nearly 
uniform, while the bad weather alluded to only pre- 
ai ls in special districts, and is not unseasonable at 
this time of the year. Receipts at the interior 
towns of Memphis, St. Louis, Augusta and Cincinnati 
are 2,064 bales, against 6,064 bales for the same day last 
year. It seems not improbable that the light move- 
ment, which is a fact, will result in a largely increased 
demand from spinnera_ both here and abroad. They 
are known to be largely under contract for their prodne- 
tion for months ahead upon a basis that affords them 
a large profit, provided they secure their cotton at pres- 
ent priees, and it is unlikely that they will neglect 
the present opportunity to protect themselves, even 
though they believe in larger receipts later in the sea- 
son.

Other men, like George 
Wendling, might dispute it with him, but it is 
doubtful if any other man could hold audi- 
ances for 200 nights as Kennan did not long 
ago in the north and west. 

In the first place, Kennan has a great deal 
to talk about. The Young Men’s library did 
a good deal when it brought Stanley here to 
tell what no other man could about the dark 
continent, but Stanley did not have a bigger 
subject, or one more exclusively his own, than 


Kennan has. . 

No nation on earth is less rnderstood than 
the great Muscovite power, which stands like 
a sullen monument between barbarism and 
civilization. It seems to pause in its progress 
from the state of savagery to the state of civil- 
ivation, and stands, august and melancholy, 
looking backward and forward, sometimes ap- 
parently inclined to go forward and then ap- 
parently looking backward with savage pleas- 
ure upon the barbarism from which it has 
emerged. Grand, gloomy and peculiar, the 
Muscovite is past finding out. 

The vast domain of the ezar, covering one- 
sixth of the dry land of the earth and nearly 
three times the area of the United States, is 
almost a terra-incognita to Americans. Its 
great Asiatic tomain is almost as little known 
to us as Africa. 

It is the quarter from which civilization has 
journeyed and to which it must soon return, 
for already the engineers of the west have car- 
ried their instruments acruss the Pacific to 
build railroads on the other side. It was 
through one of the wildest and least known 
parts of this vast domain that Mr. Kennan 
journeyed to Siberia—a long, painful journey 
of 5,000 miles. 

Before that, he spent a year or twoin 
European Kussia, in St. Petersburg, in Mos- 
cow, at the great fair of Nizninovgorod, along 
the Volgaand among the fertile provinces 
which are now striken by famine. He went 
among the people of all classes and studied 
their thoughts, their moods and their aspira- 
tions. 

Mr. Kennan has the advantage of a musical 
and well-modulated voice, a magnetic wnanner 
and unfailing force of character. He takes 
the audience atthe start and carries it with 
him, attention unflagging to the finish, He is 
full of energy, versatile, sings the boat songs 
of the Volga, tells a pathetic story effectively, 
and brings out his narrative in a clear and 
strong light. Good description has the aid of 
copious illustration by photographs thrown 
out by the stereoptican. The whole lecture is 
@ moving scene, alive with incident.

GEORGIA’S EXHIBIT. 


Fulton County to Give About Right Thou- 
sand Dollars to It. 


COLONEL WEST TALKS ABOUT HIS WORK, 


Mrs. Felton and Mrs. Olmstead, Lady 
Managers, Have Written a Letter 
tothe Women of Georgia. 


It is $8,465.50 that Fulton county is expected 
to pay to the state’s exhibit at the world’s fair, 
and not $800. 

The amount expected of each county is 
based upon the population of the county. The 
rate is 10 cents per capita in every county, and 
inthis way Fulton county is called upon to 
give the $98,465.50, the basis being the last 
census. Of course the present population of 
Fulton county would warrant a much larger 
levy. 

Colonel A. J. West, director of the world’s 
fair work for Fulton county, says he will get 
the affairs in shape now within a very few 
days. 

He says he is authorized to appoint a num- 
ber of committeemen who will form a kind of 
board for Fulton connty. His idea is to have 
one of these from each ward in Atlanta and 
one from each district in the county. He 
will make these appointments within a few 
days and will call a meeting of the board just 
as soon as he does. 

Then they will go to work, endeavoring to 
raise the $8,000. They will ask for ljarge sub- 
scriptions first, and then fall to the 10 cents 
per capita plan. Of course, the school chil- 
dren’s dimes to be collected after the plan al- 
ready published will ¢o to the general fund 
from Fulton. 

Colonel Westisin high hope of collecting 
every cent asked for, and thinks there will be 
no trouble at all in collecting it. He says the 
other counties are doing their full share and 
he thinks Fulton county will not fall behind. 

The Women at Work. 
BSome time ago Governor Northen appointed 
Mrs. Felton, of Cartersville, and Mrs. 
Charies H. Oimstead, of Savannah, lady man- 
agers for Georgia, in getting up the display of 
woman’s work from tliis state. 

They will be assisied by a board of lady 
managers, one from each county in the state. 

Mrs. Feiton and Mrs. Olmstead have issued 
an address to the women of Georgia. It is in- 
teresting to every woman in the state. 

Here is the text of the address: 

To the Women of Georgia—In but little 
more thana year from this date there will be 
thrown open to the world the grandest exposition 
of the arts, industries and sciences that man has 
ever known. In an age of great exhibitions of 
this character, the ;world’s Columbian exposition, 
to be he!d in Chicago in 1803, will easily hold the 
first place. In every quarter of the globe and 
among every people, the busy hum of preparation 
is heard, and by every mail there pours in upon 
the nanagement assurances from Europe, Asia, 
Africa and America the ardent sympathy in the 

reat work, and of the mpst earnest co-operation. 
No people can afford not to be represented there— 
least oi all, any part of the American people who 
have invited the world to meet them. Thou- 
sands of you are doubtiess making your 
plans aml arrangements to be there in person and. 
are anticipating the event with a just pride iu 
what will then be shown of the wonderful crowth 
of our own dear land in everything that gives toa 
nation the honor, respect and admiration of the 
worid. but unless steps are quickly taken to have 
Georgia properly represented there, mingled with 
this gratitication will be a bitter pang of mortifi- 
cation and wounded state pride. As yet ‘‘Geor- 
gia, the Empire|State of the South,” bas regarded 
the whole iwatiter with an apathy that is astonish- 
ing when we consider how vast. are the resources 
upon which she may draw for a suitable exhibit 
and how detrimental to her highest and best in- 
terest the absence of such an exinubit would be.

For the first time in the history of the world’s 
fair our sex receives express recognition. We 
are to have a building of ourownand are called 
on tosend there everything that will illustrate 
the progress that woman has made, not only 
in those —— that have always - been 
regarded as her own, but also in the 
many arts and industries in which she has only of 
late years n conceded a plice side by side with 
man. In ime countries this organization is 
already being effected—it should be done in every 
one. he time is very short, but much can be 
effected if we all work together. We beseech 
you, give the men no rest until they are aroused, 
and then let us do our own work also. We invite 
correspondence on this subject, und promise 
quick response.

GEORGIA VS. CHILE. 


How Many Volunteers Could Georgia Give 
to the War? 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT LOOKING AROUND 


An Effort to Find How Stronga Force Hach 
State Could Furnish to Fight Chile. 
A Word About Georgia’s Force. 


For several days it has been the effort of the 
United States war department to ascertain 
just what kind of an army could be raised 
from each state in the eventof war with 
Chile. 

The department has sent official telegrams 
ens to the adjutant generals all over the re- 
public, asking how strong a force of volun- 
teers could be obtained in this event, and 
wishing to know on how short a notice the 
men could be had in line and ready for war. 

Adjutant General Kell, of Georgia, says he 
will have to have some time to think the mat- 
ter ovor, but thinks Georgia could send her 
full share of volunteers to fight Chile. He 
says there are 4,577 volunteer soldiers in 
Georgia, forming fifty-three companies. 

Of these volunteers, 3,309 are white and 1,268 
colored. 

“If there is war with Chile,” said the ad- 
jutant general yesterday, speaking about the 
matter, “the ‘war department will call 
upon the states to send volunteers pro rata by 
population. These volunteers would come 
from the regular state troops, meaning the 
volunteers organized by companies in the 
state. The government would ask the gov- 
ernor to send the volunteers, and the governor 
in turn would instruct the adjutant general to 
order out certain companies.” 

‘*How would you goabout ordering out these 
companies; how would you select the men, 
and what companies would you send out?’ 
Was askea. : 

“TI would send companies stom different 
sections of the state. I would see that the 
state was not drained of her soldiery to an ex- 
tent to put the people in danger. A company 
from here and acompany from yonder would 
be ordered out, and yet enough would be kept 
back to protect the state safely.”’ 

The war department has lately come to re- 
gard volunteers as a part of the regular 
army of the United States. It seems that 
the government wants tq claim these volunteer 
companies as the national guard. Uncle Sam 
knows he has a poor army, and wants to make 
it bigger and stronger by pulling in all the 
volunieers, who subsist at the expense of 
themselves and the staies, and notat the ex- 
pense of the government. 

The officers of the volunteer forces of the 
states have to send in reports to the war de- 
partment, just as the officers of the regular 
paid army have to do. There is no differ- 
ence between the two in this respect. 

Georgia’s Next Encampment. 

Several places are still fighting for the loca- 
tion of Georgia's permanent encampment. 

Griffin has seut for a fuil list of specifica- 
tions as to what shall be required to get the 
encampment, and so has Macon. 

Warm Springs has a fighting chance to get 
the site, and Atlanta hasn’t put in her claim 
yet. Itis understood, however, that Atlanta 
will speak out in meeting in no uncertain 
strain on the 22d of February, when the ad- 
visory board meets toopen the sealed bids, and 
decide upon the place. 

There will bea very large number of pro- 
posals to be opened and discussed that day.

He Goes to Decatur. 

Green Morse, alias Frank Morse, a negro 
who has been continually ir trouble for the 
past ten years, was plunged stiil deeper into it 
yesterday. 

He broke into the barn of Mr. Alex Nor- 
wood, in Decatur, and stole a cow about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. Before noon De- 
tective Green caught the negro with the ani- 
mal on West Peachtree street, 

Yesterday afternoon Sheriff Austin, of De- 
Kalb county, came for Morse and carried him 
to the Decatur jail. 

Morse is very well known in police circles. 
He is wanted at present in Alabama to finish 
an unexpired sentence in Pratt’s mines, and is 
supposed to have committed a number of rob- 
beries, which have been traced to his hands.
